THEATRE - 


BLAZING WHILE AUDIENCE 
_ WATCHES TALKIE: FILM 


STRANGE OUTBREAK 


, While hundreds of Shanghat’s 
theatre-going public were enjoying 
the talkie “The Cocoanuts” at the 
Capital Theatre on Sunday night 
last, the Shanghai Fire Brigade was 
busily engaged in putting out a fre 
in the central heating plant a few 
feet away fmm them, and it? was 
not until the show ended, a few 
minutes after 12 p.m, that any of 
the’ audience knew anything was 
happening. . 

Two machines from Central 
Station answered the call about 10 
p.m. and found that flames had’ 
broken out Ina room just above the 
basement in which the boilers and 
furnaces of tho plant, which serves 
the whole Shahmoon Building, are 
situated. The flue comes up from 
the basement and goes through this 
room, and part of the dressing 
rooms above. Two of ita sides 
touch the. sides of the ground floor 
room at one corner, and it was 
between the side of the flue and the 
side of the room wall that the fire 
was creeping slowly up. 

As soon as it was realised that 
everything was’ not right, the 
watchman on the premises summon- 
ed the Fire Brigade and at the same 
time ordered the fires in the furnaces 
below to bo drawn, The firemen 
commanced opezations by breaking 
in through the edge of the flue 
whore it touches a wall, and pouring 
jo a small stream of water, A fow 
minutes later they cut through. into 
the chamber of the flue itself, but 
found that this helped tham not at 
What -was actually on fire was 
some woodwork between the flue and 
the walls of the room, but how it 
caught on firo, in spite of careful 
insulation aa is now used on modern 
buildings, is still uncertain, 
fire proved vory awkward ‘for the 
Brigade, as | was hard to get at, 
and actually very tittle water was 
poured on it at the start. Added to 
this was the knowledie that slow 
amouldering might carry on possibly 
to all the floors above, and also that 
at the time in no 
immediate danger, waa thoroughly 
enjoying a film in the theatre. 
There was no need to give them any 
alarm whatsoever, but just wait 
until they came out before making a 
thorough examination of the part of 
the theatre near the fluc, and so the 
‘Brigade just possessed its soul in 


patience, : 


A turn-table escape from Central 
Station stood by while’ the firemen 
were slowly: knocking pieces out of' 
tho wall of the flue, ready to lay 
Nnes of hose to upper atoreys should 
occasion arise. Few people resident 
in the building knew that anything. 
was amiss, and it was amusing to 
observe a ‘grey-headed gentleman 
who-came down in the lift from the 
residential flats above. He walked 
out of the lift, opened the door on 
to ‘the -etreet, and ‘atocd there for 
what is probably. his customary few 
seconde to sniff.the air and draw on 
his gloves; ‘suddenly, however, his 
jaw dropped and-he stood still, rigid 
with surprise: to-see fire engines 
standing in the street, ‘ 

Shortly. before midnight, two 
Brigade started 
work, the seat of the fire was located 
and efforts were concentrated upon 
this spot, below the floor of wash- 
room of the theatre dressing rooms.

Hor old mother, the municipality 
ang poor of Marseities, a certsin 
Navratil family of Hungary, ands 
dozen other claimants ‘to ‘relation- 
ship around the world are going to 
contest, within’ the next few 
montha, the great fortune of pearls 
and property lef, by the late Gaby 
Deslys, of the variety stage. . It ia 
10 years since Gaby Deslys died 
and was buried at Marseilles, but 
the fortune which sho amassed has 
never been distributed.

pearl of the rarest colour and sixe. 
Upon her death, the collars were 
cutup. To each of her best frienda 
she willed a poorl, several of-thom 
going to Pilcer, for whom she al- 
ways had great admiration. Most 
of the pearls rapidly found their 
way into the markets of Paris and 
London and ‘the Deslys necklaces 
are today scattered around the 
World, * '

Ags a rule, an ofl of from 200 to 300 
seconds Saybolt viscosity at 100 degrees 
Fahr. will serve to lubricate external 
bearings effectively. 

Carbon Dioxide Compressors 

Fram an operating and construction- 
al point of view there is a decided 

_ similarlity between both ammonia and 
carbon dioxide compressors. 

The marked difference in pressures, 


however, often requires separate cone. 


-sidcration in regard to lubrication. 

‘For auch machinery the lubricant 
should bea straight mineral oil having 
essentially the same characteristics aa 
for a dry ammonia compression sys- 
tem; such as low pour test, and a 
viscosity ranging from 100 to 300 
seconds Snybolt at. 100 degrees Fahr., 
dependent upon operating conditions 
and the pressures involved. 

Cylinder temperatures in a ¢arbon 
dioxide compressor are usually some- 
what higher than in an ammonia com- 
pressor, duc to the higher pressures; 
which will prevail. 

It is interesting to know that 
Jnineral gj has no affinity for carbon 
dioxide, hence there ia little or no pos- 
sibility of its being carried over into 
the condenser unless it is atomised. 
Tals latter is not likely to occur, how- 
ever, when the oil is suited to the re 
quirements, and the machine has been 
properly designed. 

On the other hand; to insure against 
any oil whatsoever paging over’ into 
the system, an oil trap is usually in- 
stalled in'the discharge line from tho 
compressor, 

Stuffing boxes are built similar to 
those on a double-acting ammonia com- 
pressor, with the exception that tho 

‘higher pressures involved require 
more compartments to prevent leakage. 

Force-feed lubrication is the usual 
means provided for serving the piston 
rod and maintaining an adequate 
stuffing box seal, The same lubricator 
usunily serves the compressor valves 
and piston as well. The feeding of a 

_ suitable amount of lubricant to tho 
stuffing box prevents loss of gas, 

The" lubricator must be very care- 
fully adjusted at all times, however, 
the same as for an ammonia machine, 
since the feeding’ of an excessive sup. 
ply of off will often result in a gertain 
amount of it passing to the gas relief | w: 
line nnd thence into the system. 


Ethyl And Methyl Chlorides 


‘Lubrication of cthyl and methyl 
chloride compressors is usually carried 
out with highly refined mineral offs, 
although chemically puro glycerine or 
ethylene glycol can also be employed. 
The former afford effective lubrication 
provided they are kept out of contact 

. with the refrigerants when, they are in 
liquid form. 

Where such contact cccurs, more or 
less solution will result, Thore ia but 
little probability of this happening, 
however, if the compressors are proper 
ly designed and ‘constructed, In vas 
porous state these'refrigerants have 
‘but a slight tendency to dilute a petro. 
leum ' product. 

Glycerine and glycol are practically 
insoluble in both othyl and methyl 
chlorides when these are in liquid form; 
therefore, they can be safely used in 
equipment where ‘thera may be prob 
ability of contact occurring ~ between 
the refrigerant in Tiquid form and the 
lubricant. 

Compressors of oth the reciprocat- 
ing and rotary-types are used in sys- 
tems employirgr these chemicals. In 
the formbr, the essential principles of 
splash lubrication arb-involyed. ~ 

In rotary compressors the lubricant 
goes through a continuous cycle, pass- 
ing first to the bearings at each end) 
of the machine and thenec vin ducts te 
the benring compartments. The rotor 
blades pick the Iubricant-‘up at this 
stage and carry it into the cylinders, 
from whence’ It is: discharged with tha

Mote reporta “Or the céevellous 
performance and enduring qualities 
of *the new Ford car continua to 
arrlye atgthe Dearborn offices of 
the-compfy-trom—ait-parts- of the 
world. 

Eoreyeure won the first and fifth 
prizes ma ‘Courier Race’ staged by 
the Dolvideki Automabil Club In 
Szeged, an Important city in Hun- 
gary just across the Jugo-Slavian 
boundary. Three other prizes were 
won by cars of foreign make. The 
‘Courier Race’ is unique in that it 
sends automobiles over routes. 
formerly travelled by horsemen. The 
is 
heavy. Tho cara are driven over 
broken, ground, dikes, bogs, dry 
river beds and over poor dirt ronds. 
At night the cars are driven with- 
out Nahts;-at other times a signal

| Ford ears’ won aix out of seven 
leading places in an important race 
|held late In July at Seinajoki, Fin- 
land, near the east shore of the Gulf 
of Bothnia, The cars participating 
were oj standard, and the only 
place mot annexed by tho Ford 
drivers was fifth. In a second race 
of ten kilometres, among specially 
trimmed racing cars, second place 
was won by one of the standard 
Ford cars that took part In the pre- 
vious race, the only change being 
the removal of its fenders and 
windshield.
